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ELECTION COMMISSION OF INDIA 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 28th February, 1998 

O.N. 197(E). —Whereas, rule 59A of the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961, provides that where the Election Com¬ 
mission apprehends Intimidation and victimisation of electors in any constituency and it is of the opinion that it is absolutely 
necessary thatballotpapers taken out of all ballot boxes used in that constituency should be mixed before counting, instead of 
being counted polling stationwise, it may, by notification in the Official Gazette, specify such constituency; 

2. And whereas, on such specification under the said rule 59 A of the Conduct of Elections Rules 1961, the ballot 
papers of the specified constituency shall be counted by being mixed instead of being counted polling stationwise; 

3. And whereas. Rule 27L of the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961, provides that the Election Commission may 
direct by notification in the official gazette, that the ballot papers received by post may be mixed with the ordinary ballot 
papers at the time of mixing of ordinary ballot papers under Rule 59Aof the said rules; 

4. And whereas, the Election Commission has carefully considered the matter and has decided that in the light of the 
prevailing situation in the State of Jammu and Kashmir and in the interest of free and fair election and also for safety and 
security of the electors including service electors and migrant electors and with a view to preventing intimidation and 
victimisation of the electors, each of the Parliamentary constituencies in the State of Jammu and Kashmir may be specified 
under the said rule 59A for theporposes of counting of votes and that the ballot papers received by post shall be mixed with the 
ordinary ballot papers under the said rule 27L at the time of counting at the General Election to the House of the People from 
Jammu and Kashmir held/to be held in 1998. 

5. Now, therefore, rite Election Commission hereby specifies each of the said Parliamentary Constituencies in the 
State of Jammu and Kashmir as the constituencies to which the provisions of rule 5 9 A of the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961 
shall apply for the purposes of counting of votes at the general election to the House of the People in that State and that the 
ballotpapers received by post shall be mixed with the ordinary ballot papers at the time of counting of votes under the said rule 
27L at the goneral election to the House of the People from the State of Jammu and Kashmir held/to be held in 1998. The 
Commission, further, specifies that before mixing the postal ballot papers with the ordinary ballot papers, the ballot paper 
account shall be carefully verified by the Returning Officers and it shall be certified that the number of ballot papors received 
by post is as per record.
